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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
disclose, teach or make obvious each of the limitations, as a combination, in a single exercise 
machine, wherein the T-shaped strut and seat mount are both pivotally mounted to the base with 
a telescopic pressing member fitted into a tubular member mounted below the seat cushion, and 
at least one damper on each of the T-shaped strut and pressing member to resist their pivoting. 

Kuo (US Pat. 6,872,170 B2) and Kuo (US Pat. Des. 472,285 S) disclose the invention as 
claimed, but are not applicable prior art because they are applicant's own prior art and published 
less than a year from the filing date of the instant application. Furthermore, no double patenting 
exists because the claimed invention is patentably distinct from the inventions claimed in the 
patents. 

Kuo (US Pat. 6,152,866) lacks at least one damper disposed on the T-shaped strut 3. 

Cheng (US Pat. 5,215,51 1) lacks at least the seat mount being pivotably connected with 
the base and a tubular member below the seat cushion with the pressing member fitted therein 
with a linkage extending rearwards therefrom. 

Rockwell (US Pat. Des. 349,140) lacks at least a seat mount being pivotably connected to 
the base. 

Casey et al (US Pat. 5,387,171), Cheng (US Pat. 5,393,286), Steams (US Pat. Pub. 
2002/0173412 Al) and Lin et al (US Pat. 6,533,710 B2) each lack at least a telescopic-type 
pressing member fitted into a tubular sleeve mounted to a seat assembly below the seat cushion.
